The action of the Patent and Trademark Office cannot be based exclusively on the written record in the Office if that record is itself 
incomplete through the failure to record the substance of interviews.

- Name of applicant 

- Name of examiner 

- Date of interview 

- Type of interview (telephonic, video-conference, or personal) 

- Name of participant(s) (applicant, attorney or agent, examiner, other PTO personnel, etc) 

- An indication whether or not an exhibit was shown or a demonstration conducted 

- An identification of the specific prior art discussed 

- An indication whether an agreement was reached and if so, a description of the general nature of the agreement (may be by 
attachment of a copy of amendments or claims agreed as being allowable). Note: Agreement as to allowability is tentative and does 
not restrict further action by the examiner to the contrary. 

- The signature of the examiner who conducted the interview (if Form is not an attachment to a signed Office action) 

It is desirable that the examiner orally remind the applicant of his or her obligation to record the substance of the interview of each case. It 
should be noted, however, that the Interview Summary Form will not normally be considered a complete and proper recordation of the interview 
unless it includes, or is supplemented by the applicant or the examiner to include, all of the applicable items required below concerning the 
substance of the interview. 

A complete and proper recordation of the substance of any interview should include at least the following applicable items:

The identification of the arguments is sufficient if the general nature or thrust of the principal arguments made to the 
examiner can be understood in the context of the application file. Of course, the applicant may desire to emphasize and fully 
describe those arguments which he or she feels were or might be persuasive to the examiner.) 

6) a general indication of any other pertinent matters discussed, and 

7) if appropriate, the general results or outcome of the interview unless already described in the Interview Summary Form completed by 
the examiner. 

If the record is not complete and 
accurate, the examiner will give the applicant an extendable one month time period to correct the record. 

Examiner to Check for Accuracy 

If the claims are allowable for other reasons of record, the examiner should send a letter setting forth the examiner's version of the 
statement attributed to him or her. If the record is complete and accurate, the examiner should place the indication, "Interview Record OK" on the 
paper recording the substance of the interview along with the date and the examiner's initials.

INTERVIEW AGENDA 

This is to confirm the telephonic interview scheduled for Thursday, October 
27, 2005 at 1 :00 PM EST. During the interview, I intend to discuss how the features of the 
applied art, i.e., Ortega, are different from those of the present invention. 

In particular, Ortega is not seen to disclose or suggest at least the feature 
that weighted samples are obtained by at least one weighting operation applied to (or that 
weighted samples are supplied by at least one weighting module which receives as input) a 
difference between two consecutive even-indexed samples. 

In this regard, the September 6, 2005 Advisory Action contends that Figures 
3 and 4 of Ortega disclose that a "weighting operation is applied to consecutive even- 
indexed samples as cited in the claimed invention". However, Applicant respectfully 
submits that the operation of Ortega is not applied to a difference of consecutive even- 
indexed samples, but rather to a summation of consecutive even-indexed samples. 

Furthermore, while Figures 12A and 12B of Ortega may be seen to disclose 
forward and inverse DWT operations, these figures are still not seen to correspond to a 
difference. Rather, Figures 12A and 12B both suggest that a summation is applied between 
consecutive even-indexed samples, since the sign applied to each even-indexed sample is 
the same. 

Mathematically, Ortega's Figure 4 might be interpreted to show the 

equation: 

CC(x 2n + Xto*)» 

and if the equation were reversed, then it would result in the expression: 
-a(x 2n + x 2n+2 ). 

In reversing the equation, the same change in sign is seen to be applied to each even- 
indexed sample. This is still a summation operation, however, and not a difference 
operation as in the claimed invention, which would indicate an expression more like: 

a(x to -x 2ll+ j). 
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
